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HERE is nothing more certain than 
that the fundamental Regulations of 
many free Governments have in tii. 
deftroy’d their Exiftence.—-——-The 
E* humble Virtues, and frugal Manners 

Wy” of an infant State, require Maxims 
4 é fuited to honelt Policy ; which, when 
SX the public Body comes to be dege- 
nerated and corrupted, prove too ftrong for its Conititu- 
tion.—The moit undefirable State under which a People 
can live, is that of Janguid Liberty, where the Forms are 
kept up only for the Purpofes of Ambition and Facuon. 
When the Virtues of the Roman Republicans began to 
languifh, all the wife, the vigorous, and wholfome Pro- 
vifions made for the Freedom of the People, were em- 

loy’d, firlt to divide, then to embroil, and then to en- 

ave them. The Confular, the Tribunitial, the Ditatorial, 
and the Senatorian Powers were, by Turns, abus'd; yet 
every Attack upon public Liberty, every- Approach a- 
gainit the Confticution, was made from a Battery of its 
own fundamental Rights and Forms; which were created 
for Proreétion, and continued thro’ Conveniency.—That 
which a noble Author * obierves of Morals, holds true in 
Politics. A Man who hankers betwixt Wickednefs and 
Virtue ; one who is but half a Villain is, of all Beings 
the mott Wretched. Juft fo, a State where the Genius of 
the Critution pulls one way, and the Virtues of the 
Government another, is in a moit miferable Way. Had 
the Romans fallen under arbitrary Government a hundred 
Years fooner than they did, the People would have-been 
more happy, and tho’ their Dominion would have-been 
perhaps not fo extenfive, yet their Power would. have 
been more durable, and their Safety lefs precarious. 

The Hiltory of the Atbeniaus in the Time of De- 
mofthenes, well illuftrates the general Propofition I have 
laid down. One of the wifeft Maxims that enter’d into 
the Compofition of Sadon’s Laws was, that every Subject of 
a State ought to contribute to its Service and Defenge in 
Proportio: to the Property which he or his Ancettors had 
acquir’d init, or under its Protection. — Yet this Maxim 
which, at firft Sigis, appears fo wile, and fo juft, was’ 
the chief Means, at lait, of ruining that Liberty which 
it was intended to preferve ;—for So/m, in order to per- 
petuate it, and to rivet it the more firmly in the Minds 
of the People, and the,Syftem of their Government, had 
given a Power to the Public of nominating, upon any 
preflin,, Omergency, a certain Number of the richeft Ci- 
tizvn., wae Were obliged to furnith, at their own Ex- 
pence, one or more” Gallies for the Service of the Go- 
verment, the Charges which each was to bear being in 
Proportion to his Estate. But to prevent all Difputes with 
Regard to that Proportion, it was Jawful for any Man 
who thought himfelt over-rated, either to oblige any other 
Citizen to change Kitates with him, or to {upport the 
Expence of the Armament. But this [nititution was more 
plaufible in Theory, than it was found Salutaryin Pra@ice. 
‘That Equality of public Power which is neceflary to the 
Being of a Commonwealth, gave Rife to many Intrigues 
and Practices amongit thofe Zriaraychs (for fo they were 
named) by which they evaded and difappointed the Mean- 
ing of the Act, that io their Enemies had always the Start 
of them, and always enter‘d upon Action before the A- 
theniaus could either be put to Sea or brought to the 
Field. Demofthenes, 1 remember, in one of his Phi/ip- 
pics, is peculiarly vehement in painting the fatal Effects of 
this Slownefs. As his Words were applied to the Con- 
duct of a neighbouring Kingdom and a neighbouring Re- 
public, and another People nearer home, who fhall be 
namelefs, feem almoft Prophetical ; 1 fhall. take the Li- 
berty of tranflating fome of his Expredlions. 

When you enter into a Debate (fays he, in his firft P4i- 
fippic ) upon this War, come to the moft falutary Refolu- 
tions, and act fo as to beat Pdilip, no longer by your 
Votes and Manifefto’s, but by your Arms, That your 
Deliberations, both with Regard to the War and -his Pre- 
parations, may be the more effectual, it is, my Coun. 
trymen, of the utmolt Confequence for you to confide,

the Situation of the Places towards which you are to 
maich your Armies. Obferve, in this Re!pett, what ex- 
cellent Ufe Philip makes ot the Winds and Seafons for 
the Uupeution ot his Defigns ; Either while Monfoons 
blow, or when Winter begins, then he takes the Field, 
becaufe he knows that tien you cannot march to oppofe 
him. You ought therefore to have Troops always ready, 
always prepared. For to imagine that you have nothing 
more to do upon any threatning Emergency, than to 
raife your Soldiers, and then to march then away, is 
bringing you always behind hand. 

All the Infults, fays he, in another Place of the fame 
Oration, which you have fuffered, have been fuch as you 
could not prevent, becaufe the Succours which you in- 
tended toemploy, always come too late for the Occafion. 
Why fhould your * Diverfions and Mafquerades, which 
furpafs thofe of any other People, and which cott you 
more than the fitting out of a Fleet would: I fay, my 
Countrymen, why are thofe Entertainments always ob- 
ferved at their prefixed Time, whether the Management 
of them falls in the Hands of Men of Sene or Block- 
heads? and yet your Flyet, of which we have many re- 
cent Initances, never arrive but when it is too late. ‘The 
Orator then fhows, that this is owing to the Regularity 
of the Difpofitions, and to every Man concerned know- 
ing precifely what he has todo. But, continues he, with 
~ ye to your Armaments, + all is void of Regularity, 
void of Direction, void of OKconomy. No fooner do 
you hear that the Enemy is in- Motion, than you vote 
your Fleets and Armies; Changes are made, and all 
Heads are at- work upon Ways and Meant. Then you 
make an Aét for employing Strangers and Mercenaries in 
your Service, and obliging them to go on board, and if 
their Numbers are not fufficien, they are reinforced by 
national l'roops. But all this ‘Time the Places which you 
are going to relieve are taken; and the -Seafon of ading 
is loit in preparing :; For Opportunity, ALL peEcIsive Op- 
portunity, has no Regard to your Slownefs. You rely on 
the Succels of your ‘Troops, yet the Situation of Affairs, 
when they come to the Field, is fuch, that all they learn 
is that they can do nothing. 

Demofthenes next points out to them how defpicable this 
Conduét had made them in the Eyes of Phidip, and how 
he ridiculed them. A Circumftance which tallies ex- 
tremely well with ceriain Harlequinades, exhibited by a 
neighbouring Nation laft Year, at Life on a like Occa- 
fion, with thofe mentioned by the Orator.’ He then goes 
on in the following animating Strain. You have, my 
Conntrymen, but too much contributed to bring thot 
Difgraces upon yourfelves, the very Recital of which mutt 
be thocking to your Ears. In ‘T'rath, if to fupprefs the 
mention of mortifying ‘Things, could prevent their hap- 
pening, all my Bufinets, in ipeaking, fhould be to p/ea/e ; 
but if unfeafonable Flattery, my Friends, is your actual 
Perdition, it is mean, it is fcandalous in you, to love to 
be deceived ; and to be backward in learning, that in 
War we ougit not to be directed by Event, but we 
ought to prevent them. ‘[hat as a General marches at the 
Head of an Army, fo ought we Politicians {if 1 may be 
allowed the Expreffion) to proceed at the Lead of Af- 
fairs; they are not to wait for Events to inftruc& them 
in the Meafures they are to purfue, but the Measures 
they purfue fhould dire the Event. 

You are, my Countrymen, more powerful than all 
your Neighbours in Shipping. Your ‘Troops, both Horfe 
and Foot, are preferable to theirs. Your Riches are greatir 
than theirs, yet you know not how to avail yourielves 
of any one of theie Advantages. 

You make War in the fame Manner as a Country 
Fellow Boxes. If he receives a Blow, he quickly fnatches 
up his Hand to the Place where it comes; if he receives a 
Blow in another Place, his Hand is ready there too: 
But he has not the Addrefs or Judgment, he does not fo 
much as think of warding off the Blow before it comes, 
or of being before hand with his Antagonift. You fight 





* Inthe Original it is Feafts in Honour of Minerva and 
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in the fame Manner. You hear that Pé/ip is Mafter of 
fuch a Place. You inftantly fend your ‘Troops there af- 
ter him. He is gone to fuch another Place. Why, you 
run thither too. He turns to another Quarter, you fol 
low him, you are direéted by his Motions, fometimes to 
the Right, fomerimes to the Left, as much as if he had 
you under his Command. None of his Schemes are baf- 
fled, you never think of preventing him; you wait for 
nothing but dad News to put you in Motion. 

I shall beg Leave to make only one Quotation more, 
becaulfe it fuits the Genius of our own ‘Tine and Coun- 
try. ‘* Some of our Gazette Writers, fays Dewoftbenes, 
tell the Public that PAéi/ip is tampering with /uch a State, 
to ruin /uch another State , that he has Defigns againft our 
prefent Kitablifhment and Government. Some of them 
tell us that he has fentan Envoy to a neighbouring Court, 
and that he has, fortified Places in a certain Coneery. 
Every one invents his own Lye, and it walks abroad. 
For my own Part, by the Gods, my Countrymen, I am 
full periuaded, that our Ldemry intoxicated with his Suc- 
cefles, and not finding a State in all Greece which can 
make Head againft him, has given way to fuch ‘Thoughts 
as thofe, But, by Fupiter, 1 cannot conceive, nor do I 
believe, that he will ever conduct his Deligns fo, as 
that the Dunces we have here, fhall fee through them. 
For, of all our Dunces, our Gazette Writers are the 
greateit.” 

Thefe few Extraéts from this celebrated Oration, are 
fufficient to convince the Public, that there have been 
Times before now, when a People were at immenfe Ex- 
pences in carrying on a ruinous War, yct reaped no Pro- 
fit from its Suc When a State raifed more Money 
for the current Service of the Year, than any Stace in 
Europe did, who had a ttronger Flee. than all the Fleets 
in Lurope put together, found no Advantage from their 
Armaments, no Succefs from their Counfels, no Safety 
from their Power. But, notwithitanding, as I have al- 
ready obferved, the Cautes of this Milcarringe lay in a 
fundamental Principle of Conttitution ; yet the fame Prin- 
ciple under another Form of Government, that of Great 
Britain particularly, might be attended with the very 
beit Effects, I thought to have pointed out in this Pa- 
per, the apparent Advantages which would arifc, were 
the Maxim of obliging public Offices to bear their Propor- 
tion in all public bxpences, adapted here in the fame 
Manner as it was amongft the At/enian Citizens. From 
thence I propoted to conlider the Conveniencies and In- 
conveniencies arifing from the Choppings and Changes, 
which (were the Ataenian Cultom introduced) mutt have 
happened among our Bithops, Judges, Divines, Lawyers, 
Soldiers, Minifters of State; and in fhort, the whole Syi- 
tem of Naval, Military, Civil, and Ecelefialtical Offices. 
But the Quotations I have given, tempted me fo much, 
that I could not refilt communicating them to the Public, 
I fhall however, on tome other Occafion, purlue what | 
have propoied.
